Routine  examination  of  samples  for  Brucella  Abortus  organisms 
is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  service.  One  of  the 
above  samples  was  found  to  contain  brucella  organisms  and  the  producer 
was  immediately  instructed  to  despatch  all  future  consignments  of 
milk  for  Pasteurisation. 


arrangements  wore  made  with  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  to 
pasteurise  the  above  milk,  and  this  process  was  continod  until  samples 
showed  a negative  result.  The  herd  was  cleared  towards  the  end  of t he 
year  and  farther  samples  proved  satisfactory. 

TfPHOID. 

A notification  was  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  Bbbw  Vale  Urban  District  Council  that  a typhoid  victim  at  Ebbw 
Vale  Hospital  had  visited  Llanybythcr,  in  the  area  of  Newcastle  Emlyn 
Rural  District  Council  md  had  bought  some  cooked  ham  there.  The 
time  lapse  between  the  patient's  visit  to  Llanybythcr  and  the  date 
of  the  onset  of  the  disease  was  the  time  needed  for  the  incubation 
of  the  organism. 

/i  thorough  investigation  was  carried  out  at  Llanybythcr.  The 

slop  from  which  the  ham  was  sold  and  other  cafes  in  the  village 

w ere  carefully  inspected  ~nd  all  food  handlers  wore  interviewed  and 

faecal  and  urine  samples  obtained  from  them.  A routine  check  was 

made  of  water  and  milk  supplies  and  of  the  sewerage  works  effluent. 

All  enquiries  proved  negative.

It  was  subsequently  learned  that  the  small  outbreak  at  Ebbw  Vale

had  been  traced  to  a carrier  who  had  had  typhoid  fever  some  30  years 


ago.
